JOHN HARTMAN 
PASSES AWAY 
THIS AFTERNOON 


Former Sheriff A nd 
World War Veteran 


S u c c u m b s 
T o 
Complications. 


WAS GASSED IN 
SERVICE ABROAD 


John W. Hartman, guard on the 
battlefield at Devil’s Den, former 
sheriff of Adams county and World 
War veteran, died at Tbs home on 
Hanover street this afternoon. 
Death resulted from a complica­ 
tion of diseases brought on as a 
result of being gassed overseas dur­ 
ing the World War. He was in fail­ 
ing health for some time, but his 
condition took a turn for the worse 
tw'o weeks ago when a heart and 
kidney condition developed while he 
was at a hunting camp in the South 
Mountains. 
Returning home, 
he 
went to bed and his condition rap­ 
idly grew- worse until the end came 
this afternoon. 
Mr. Hartman entered the service 
of his country September 19. 1917. 
; at Camp 
Meade. Maryland, 
and 
served in a training battalion until 
he was asigned to Co. A. 316th In* 


j fantry, wuth wfhich he served as cor­ 
poral and later as sergeant until 
j transferred to Co. E of the same 
regiment. 
Gassed At St. Mihiel 
He crossed to France In July. 
1918, and was in active fighting In 
the Argonne Forest and the Hewlett 
line at St Mihiel, in the latter en­ 
gagement being severely, gassed. 
Returning to the United States 
on January 5, 1919. he proceeded to 
Camp Dix. New Jersey, where hi* 
was honorably discharged February 
3. 1919. 
Upon his return to Gettysburg in 
the spring of 1919. Mr. Hartman 
entered the Republican primary for 
the nomination for sheriff of Ad­ 
ams county, a position then held by 
his father, the late Howard J. Hart­ 
man, and on November 7. 1919. he 
was elected sheriff. 
Hp succeeded 
his father on January I. 1920, and 


After his term as sheriff expired 
in December. 1923, Mr. Hartman 
lived retired until he accepted the 
position as guard on the battlefield 
at Devil’s Den more than a year 
ago. 
Married Hanover Girl 
He was married to Miss Helen I. 
Wolfe, of Hanover. April ll. 1923.

T he'greatest highway reconstruc­ 
tion program in the history' of the 
state will result in approximately 
forty per cent greater employment 
in 1930 as compared with 1929, ac­ 
cording to James Lyall Stuart, sec­ 
retary of tho Pennsylvania Depart 
ment of Highways. 
As almost twice as many miles 
of road will be built in 1930 as in 
1929, a full year program has been 
laid down which will mean longer 
employment for the workers as well 
as more workers. 
In addition, the 
enormous amount of materials re­ 
quired for this work will speed up 
the cement, stone and sand in­ 
dustries while practically all lines 
will feel the benefit of the workers* 
Increased spending power. 
A force of 25,000 men will be em 
ployed directly in this construction 
program. 15.000 by the contractors 
and

while at the peak season of 1929 
only 16.000 were employed. A total 
of $70,000,000 will be expended for 
the highway building program. 
Pave 1,300 Miles 
“The program we have outlined,’* 
Stuart said, “calls for paving 1,000 
miles of road by contract and 300 
miles by department forces. These 
figures include state IOO per cent 
coratruction, federal aid improve­ 
ments, state-aid to counties and 
county IOO per cent construction 
under 
the 
departm ent’s 
direct 
supervision, and covers all types of 
surface improvements. 
“In contrast, 
the 1929 
accom­ 
plishments 
Include 529 miles of 
paving by. contract, including new 
surfacing 
and 
replacement 
and 
185 miles by department 
forces 
The latter figure covers new sur­ 
facing. replacement and resurfac­ 
ing. The total is 714 miles. 
“Our 
1930 
program will utilize 
4.000,000 
barrels 
of 
cement, 
4- 
000,000 tons of stone, slag 
and 
gravel, and 1,700.000 tons of sand. 
Contractors will employ approx!- 
mately 15.000 men at the peak of 
the construction season while the 
department will require a force in 
excess of 10,000 
To Enlarge Force 
“Aside from men employed in 
actual 
road 
construction, 
large 
numbers 
will 
be 
employed 
by 
equipment manufacturers and m a­ 
terial 
producers. 
The 
program 
will be responsible, directly 
and 
indirectly, for the employment of 
forces aggregating three times the 
total strength of the Pennsylvania 
national guard. 
“The objective we have estab­ 
lished for 1930 means a full year 
of work, despite the practice

other years of closing down with 
the advent of cold weather.

The* greatest highway reconstruc­ 
tion program in the history of the 
state will result in approximately 
forty per cent greater employment 
in 1930 as compared with 1929, ac­ 
cording to Jam es Lyall Stuart, sec­ 
retary of the Pennsylvania Depart­ 
ment of Highways. 
As almost twice as many miles 
of road will be built in 1930 as in 
1929. a full year program has been 
laid down which will mean longer 
employment for the workers as well 
as more workers. 
In addition, the 
enormous am ount of materials re­ 
quired for this work will speed up 
the cement, stone and sand in­ 
dustries while practically all lines 
will feel the benefit of the workers' 
increased spending power. 
A force of 25,000 men will be em­ 
ployed directly in this construction 
program, 15.000 by the contractors 
and 
10,000 
by 
the department, 
while at the peak season of 1929 
only 10,000 were employed. A total 
of $70,000,000 will be expended for 
the highway building program. 
Pave 1,300 Miles 
“The program we have outlined,” 
Stuart said, “calls for paving 1,000 
miles of road by contract and 300 
miles by departm ent forces. These 
figures include state IOO per cent 
coiMtruction, federal aid improve­ 
ments, state-aid to counties and 
county IOO per cent construction 
under 
the 
departm ent’s 
direct 
supervision, and covers all types of 
surface improvements. 
“In contrast, 
the 1929 accom­ 
plishments 
include 529 miles of 
paving by. contract, including new 
surfacing 
and 
replacement 
and 
185 miles by department 
forces 
The latter figure covers new sur­ 
facing. replacement and resurfac­ 
ing. The total is 714 miles. 
“Our 
1930 
program will utilize 
4.000.000 
barrels 
of 
cement, 
4- 
000.000 tons 
of stone, slag 
and 
gravel, and 1,700,000 tons of sand. 
Contractors will employ approxi­ 
mately 15.000 men at the peak of 
the construction season while the 
department will require a force in 
excess of 10,000. 
To Enlarge Force 
“Aside from men employed in 
actual 
road 
construction, 
large 
numbers 
will 
be 
employed 
by 
equipment m anufacturers and m a­ 
terial 
producers. 
The 
program 
will be responsible, directly 
and 
indirectly, for the employment of 
forces aggregating three times the 
total strength of the Pennsylvania 
national guard. 
“Tile objective we have estab­ 
lished for 1930 means a full year 
of work, despite the practice 
in 
other years of closing down with 
the advent of cold weather. 
It s 
a big job and it will mean a banner 
year in the history of the depart­ 
ment.”

“Landing gears of oleopneumatic 
and oleospring design are being used 
almost exclusively for shock absorp­

“There is a general tendency to 
substitute metal for all parts in air­ 
plane construction. In fuselage de­ 
sign, wood and wire construction 
have been almost entirely super­ 
seded by welded steel tubing or 
other metal.
